Gathered at Buckingham Palace to 
Greet Visitors from United States 
Army—His Majesty Recalis Visit to 
Chicago and Tells of Personal Rec- 
ollections of Long John Wentworth.

LONDON, Oct. 13.—King Edward enter-

King in Chatty Mood. 


The king chatted pleasantly with Maj. Gen. 
Corbin, who was seated on his left, concern- 
ing what he saw in Germany during the 
“ maneuvers of my nephew's army.“ 

The king told many reminiscences of his 
visit to the United States while he was prince 
of Wales in the sixties. He recalled many 
towns and villages which have since become 
great cities. He said he remembered par- 
ticularly well “Long John Wentworth, 
who was mayor of Chicago. 

At the conclusion of the luncheon the king 
proposed a toast to President Roosevelt. This 
was drunk, and then the party adjourned to 
the smoking room, where the king had a long 
talk with Gens. Corbin, Young, and Wood, 
and personally expressed to them his glad- 
ness to see them in England, because,“ he 
said, I feel we are not only friends but re- 


lations.”” The king asked many questions 
about the American army. P 
Regards from Roosevelt. 


Maj. Gen. Corbin presented a message 
from President Roosevelt to the king sug- 
gesting his coéperation in the St. Louis expo- 
sition. The king said he would answer the 
message in the friendly spirit in which it 
was delivered. The generals were all im- 
pressed at the urbanity and friendliness of 
the king. . 

At the conclusion of the reception the gen- 
erals went to Aldershot, where they were the 
guests of Gen. French, the commander there. 


WELCOMES BOER GENERALS. 


Botha, De Wet, and Delarey Arrive at 
the French Capital, but No Popu- 
lar Disturbance Follows. 


PARIS, Oct. 18.—The Boer generals arrived 
in Paris today. Their reception along the 
route from the railway station to the hotel 
was cordial. Gem De Wet, especially, was 
received with great applause. In acknowi- 
edging the welcome extended to them Gen. 
Botha said: 

“We have suffered much. We have had 
to conclude peace, which has been as great 
a blow to you as to us.” | 

He expressed the hope that autonomy 
would soon be granted the Boers, as they had 
laid down their arms and pledged themselves 
to be loyal. But, he added, it was not to be 
inferred that the Boers could be insulted 
or dragged in the mud. 

The generals later called at the Elyseée 
palace, where they signed the register.

DETAILS OF THE OPERATIONS. 


Prof. Lorenz in Treating Seven 


Children in Clinic... . 
CHICAGO°PHYSICIAN.) 


amphitheater of the Physicians and Sur- 
geons’ college at 2:30 yesterday afternoon, 
and at 8:30, when the clinic closed, Dr. Lorenz 
had reduced seven congenital dislocations of 
the hip. All the cases occurred in girls, as 
was to be expected. as the proportion of 
females in congenital hip dislocation has 
been variously estimated at from 70 to 90 per 
cent. By a strange coincidence all the cases 
were left sided. 

In action Dr. Lorena is rapid and shows evi- 
dence of great strength, which he needs in 
his operations. He came into the amphithea- 
ter carrying his first little patient in his arms, 
and after showing the peculiar walk which 
these cases have spoke a few words about 
the technique of his operation while the child 
was being anesthetized. 

The bloodless reduction, or Lorenz opera- 
tion as it is called, is an evolution of his 
former operation, which was much in use 
seven or eight years ago. This original pro- 
cedure consisted in cutting down on the hip 
joint from the anterior surface, gouging out 
a new cavity or acetabulum on the surface of 
the bony pelvis and placing the head of the 
thigh bone in the cavity, Mechanical means 
were used to draw the bone into place if 
necessary, and muscles which had become 
shortened were divided with a knife. 


Details of Present Method. 

The present operation differs from the 
former one both in principal and detail. It 
is tounded on the theory that in every con- 
genital hip dislocation, at least up to the 
twelfth year, the normal cavity on the ex- 
ternal surface of the bony pelvis is capable 
of performing its function as the receptive 
portion of a ball and socket joint, provided 
we can place the head of the thigh bone or 
femur in it. It requires no gouging out and 
needs only use to make it perfect. This be- 
ing so, the great point is to get the head 
of the femur into place. Muscular con- 
tractures, which are the greatest obstacle 
in the way of reduction, were formerly 
divided subcutaneously, but Dr, Lorenz now 
uses only forcible extension in the direction 
opposite to the normal action of the muscle. 

His technique of reduction has several dis- 
tinct steps. If the dislocation is complete, 
that is, if the head of the femur ts entirely 
out of the cavity, he grasps the child's ankle 
and pulls down in the long axis of the body. 
This serves to bring the head of the femur 
approximately opposite its normal resting 
place, as the weight of the child in walking 
always drives the bone upward. The child 
is then firmly held by an assistant and the 
knee is bent out as far as possible from the 
body. While it is held in this position the 
muscles which pull the leg in toward the 
body, and which have become permanently 
shortened by years of false position, are 
fairly rubbed off their attachment to the 
femur by deep massage. The muscles on the 
pack of the leg are freed and lengthened ina 
similar manner by forcible overexteneion of. 
the knee joint. 1 815 

Putting the Bone in Place. 

The joint is now loose and the actual 
placing of the head of the bone in position 
seems easy enough. After the femur is in 
position the anterior part of the joint capsule 
is lengthened by using the head of the bone as 
a wedge. The leg is now put in a plaster 
east, where it remains immobilized for six 
‘months or more. Its position is at right 
angles to the body, with the knee bent. 

At the end of two weeks a long heel ts pro- 
vided for the child and it is allowed to walk. 
Every step she takes drives the bone more 
firmly into position. 

Ths series of operations yesterday was the 
moc striking zver seen in Chicago. The 
attual manipulation necessary to reduction 
averaged about four minutes, and in several 
instances the click of the bone going into 
place could be plainly heard. Three of the 
patients were 7 years old, one 4 years, one 9 
years, and the last and most difficult case was 
11. The manipulations necessary in this ease 
were extreme, and Dr. Lorenz stated that 
though normally the elasticity of the great 
plood vessels near the hip joint saved them 
from injury, in some cases, such as the last 
one, they were in great danger, and if broken 
would requiré ex-articulation of the hip 
joint. The pain and discomfort after the 
operation, he said, were minimum, as the 
tension, which was the principal factor in 
all such cases, had been done away with by 
his extreme manipulations. |

Labor Also Has Rights. 

Labor has as much right to combine as 
capital, Capital has as much right to com- 
bine as labor. Both must keep within the 
law. But, bad as it is, it will pass away. 
There are some men who can settle it—and 
they must settle it. And I may say one thing 
here tonight, that never before within my 
recollection has a president of the United 
States, not speaking for the ‘employé, not 
speaking for the operators—he had no right 
to do either—but speaking for the people of 
the United States, done as much to compose 
a difference and protect the people as has 
President Roosevelt.” dpi 

Trusts Useful Servants. _ 

Speaking of trusts in general, Senator 
Spooner said: Trusts are the outgrowth, and 
the inevitable outgrowth, of modern prog- 
ress. They are evolution, and men may talk 
about them as they please—they are here. 
They are here tocongerve the public interest, 
if they will. They are corporations. They 
are servants of the law and of the people. 
As servants they are inexpressibly vWeful. 
As monsters in any ficld of industry they are 
not to be tolerated at all, for the American 
people will have no masters, either in politics 
‘or in business. They do not always come 
about in an unnatural way, or to stifle com- 
petition. They come about to enable a com- 
petitor to meet competition 


Tariff Is Not to Blame. 

„% Now, do you think these so-called trusts 
with their enormous capitalization, are due 
to the tariff? Our democratic friends tell 
you so. We have had a tariff now for over 
sixty. years and these combinations in the 
maln have only come within the last ten 
years in protected industries. A great many 
lowed the overproduction efor - 
ness which followed. the panic and the 
paralysis of trade in the years from 1803 to 


1897. 

„The Standard Oil company was the 
strongest and greatest, or may fairiy be said 
to have been the leader. Did the tarif cause 
that, my democratic friends? You cannot 
say it did; because petroleum was not on the 
dutiable list and never hes been.” 


Competition Partly to Blame. 

ntinuing the senator said: Another 
eee ae have thought that the tariff 
had nothing to do with it, except perhaps so 
far as it had brought in part these combina- 
tions about by the immense home competi- 
tion which it had created, as we always 
prophesied it would, is that trusts are not 
peculiar to the United States. You find them 
in all countries today. You find them in Ger- 
many; you find them in England, which is 
free trade. You cannot remove the tariff to 
remedy trusts in a country where there i 
19271 ere is danger in these combinations if 
they become so powerful that they absorb 
the industry in a country so that they are 
at liberty if they choose to fix prices as they 
will and become a positive menace. 


Check Must Not Be Violent. 

„What help is there for it in this country? 
We cannot stop them at once. If you would 
have the power to stop them tomorrow, in 
five days from today there would not be a 
bank open in any city in the United States 
and there would not be a factory open ora 
large establishment engaged in any industry. 
I only mean to indicate that whatever remedy 
is to be sought for them must be carefully 
sought and intelligently applied. I have 
been of the opinion that the laws of competi- 
tion, if left to have their way, would in the 
end conquer them and protect the people. 


Friends Must Do Work. 
„ am in favor now, as I always have 
been and always expect to be, of imposing a, 
tariff duty upon competitive products com- 
ing from the other side to this country which 
will cover the difference in the labor cost 
over there and the labor cost over here. 
„Conditions are constantly changing. 
Duties of a year ago may be too low or too 
high. So fast as it can be done without dis- 
turbing the industries of the country, para- 
lyzing by its uncertainty our commerce or 
our manufacturers, the tariff may safely and 
wisely be revised. But when it is revised it 
ought to be revised by its friends.“

NEW AMBASSADOR PRESENTED. 


Sir Michael Herbert, Great Britain’s 
Representative, Is Received by 
the President. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 18.— According to 
appointment made on Saturday, Sir Michael 
Herbert, the new British ambassador, was 
presented to the president today by Secre- 
tary Hay. The presentation took place at 
the temporary White house, and this was 
probably the first occasion since the White 
house has been occupied as the presidential 
mansion that the credentials of an ambassa- 
dor or minister have been received outside 
of.its doors. Instead of calling at the state 
department first, the ambassador ed 
directly to the temporary White house, with 
the full staff of the embassy in diplomatic 
uniforms.

TOTAL ENROLLMENT AT THE 
START IS 8,000 PUPILS. 


Classes Begin in Twenty-one Build- 
_ ings in Different Sections of the City 
~Day Principals Are to Be Placed 
in Charge—Truant Officers Raid 
Matinee in North Side Theater and 
Take Out Twenty-three Boys—Other 
Playhouses May Be Visited.

Twenty-one night schools were opened in 
Chicago last night with an enrollment of 
nearly 8,000 pupils, which is expected to be 
largely increased within a weak. Assistant 
Superintendent Megan has charge of the 
night schools. 

At the Wells school Principal J. H. Loomis 
enrolled about 200 pupils, and turned away 
over 200 whom he was unable to accommo- 
date. He told each one, however, that he 
would have sufficient teachers and facilities 
to take care of a larger number this evening. 


Washington School Enrolls 500. 


At the Washington school there were 500 
pupils, and the Froebel and Hammond 
schools each had about 400. In the South 
Division High school there were 275. In some 
districts the principals commenced yesterday 
morning to enroll pupils, and Daniel R. Mar- 
tin, principal of the Pullman school, enrolled 


218. 

“Tt has been two years since evening 
schools were open,” said Assistant Supt. 
‘Megan, “and pupils who attend these 
schools generally are quick to see advan- 
tages. This accounts for the rush of pupils 
tonight. They are anxious to work, as a 
rule. Sometimes a boy goes for a week or 
two to get and give experiences, but those 


are uncommon.” 
Supt. Cooley also opened a school in the

principals of day schools in charge of the 
night schools.

Bodine 
sald last night that he had consulted with 
Daniel McMahon, attorney for the school 
board, and had been advised that he had the 
right to send his officers into any public build- 
ing and take boys under 14 years of age and 
place them in school. He says he is going te 
the west side to investigate two theaters 
which have been holding special matinées for 
children during sclool Hours. 

The theater was only a part of the fleld 
raided. Nineteen truant officers made a tour 
of three sections of the north side during the 
afternoon and gathered in a total of seventy- 
eight boys. After being reprimanded the 
boys were released on their promise to attend 
school regularly hereafter.

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UNIFORM RULES TO GOVERN 
RISKS INVOLVING FUEL OIL. 


Local Regulations Taken by the Na- 


tional Board of Underwriters as a Ba- 
sis, Report to Be Made This Week. 


The rules of the Chicago Underwriters’ as- 
sociation for the use of fuel oil have been 
adopted as the basis for the new uniform 
regulations of the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters. This was decided at a meet- 
ing of insurance engineers, which has just 
closed at Pittsburg. The reports there indi- 
cated a tremendous demand for fuel oil in- 
stallations, and great interest was shown 
in the effect they would have on insurance 
rates. 

The report does not recommend an extra 
charge for the use of oil, but calls attention 
to the fact that it introduces a special hazard. 
The rules require that the ofl be kept in tanks, 
located in underground, ventilated vaults, 
and with no gravity flow to the place of use. 
Only oll standing a flash test of 160 degrees 
is to be used. The report of the committee 
will be made this week. 

The committee of eleven of the Chicago 
Underwriters' association, to which the ques- 
tion of salaried solicitors was referred, held 
its first meeting yesterday, and will meet 
again this afternoon. A wide diversity of 
opinion was developed at the meeting, and 
it is possible that the question may cause 
a controversy which may delay the adoption 
of the general report. 

Losses in the United States continued light 
last week, the total being $1,754,000, which 
is only about 60 per cent of the average. 
Chicago, after three months of immunity 
from heavy loss, has begun to put up its 
average again.

| DELEGATES START TODAY FOR 
CONVENTION AT URBANA. 


Factional Fight Expected Which Will 
Rival Wiles-Farson Controversy in 
Local Organization Last Lear 
Trouble Arises Over Appleation of 
Daughters of the Revolution for Ad- 

' mission, Which Was Tabled by the 
Directors—Threats of Law Suits. 


The State Federation of Women’s Clubs is 
facing a factional fight which promises to 


rival the Wiles-Farson controversy, which 
nearly caused the disruption of the Chicago. 
Woman’ s club last year. 

“When the directors of the federation arrive 
in Urbana today. to participate in the eighth 
annual convention they will be plunged into 
the controversy. The trouble has been brew- 
ing since the last meeting of the federation, 
when the application of thé Illinois Society 


of the Daughters of the Revolution for mem 
bership was tabled by the board of directors. 
It is charged by the friends of the daughters’ 


that the organization has been unfairly dis- 
criminated against, that it was blackballed 
partly because of personal enmity to Mrs. 
Warren Springer, its president; and partly 
because of intrigue by the Daughters of the 
American Revolution, a rivabargantza tion. 


Will Be Asked to Reconsider. 

The directors will be asked to reconsider 
the action of the board of last year and admit 
the society. Should the board refuse it Is 
openly stated that sults for damages will de 
brought against certain officials of the feder - 
ation by Miss Mary E. Miller, attorney tor 
Mrs. Springer. Furthermore, a resolution 
will be offered at the convention calling for 
an amendment to the constitution taking 
from the board of directors its power to elect 
new members to the federation. This: action 
will be taken regardless of the action of the 
board on the proposition to reconsider its 
former action and admit the Daughters ot᷑ the 
Revolution. 

The fight threatens to arouse the same 
spirt of bitterness that characterized the 
anonymous letter controversy of last year. 


Letter by Mrs. Springer’s Attorney. 

On Oct. 7 a letter was forwarded to every 
member of the directory by Miss Miller. It 
Was in part as follows: 

Early in the summer or 1901 the Daugh- 
ters of the Revolution, a state society, applied 
for membership in the Illinois Federation of 
Clubs under article 3, section 2, of the Illi- 
nois federation constitution, sending with 
their application the initiation fee of $3. On 
Oct. 19 Mrs. Springer received a letter from 
the corresponding secretary of the federa- 
tion stating that the application had been 
tabled, and returning the initiation fee with- 
out any other statement whatsoever. 

When I learned of the action of the board 
I made a thorough investigation of the facts 
and concluded that beyond question the 
Daughters of the Revolution society was 


| Cligible to federation membership. i there- 
fore reached the conclusion that the board. 


must have acted for some other reason. I 
addressed letters to four of the officers of the 
federation and received various replies. 

Two of the officers of the federation re- 
plied that they were absent during the de- 
liberations of the board, but that they con- 
sidered the society eligible. The president, 
however, says as follows: 

“ * Several members of the board had at- 
tended one meeting of the Daughters of the 
Revolution, and from what they gathered 
there of the scope of the organization and 
the purpose ft did not seem to the board that 
the organization was such as fell within the 
provisions of article.3, section 2, of the con- 
stitution. For this reason other clubs have 
not been accepted, and rather than refuse 
them, which would be misunderstood, the 
motion to table prevailed.’ 

“Objects” of the Daughters. 
L Tinclose you, under separate cover, a book 
published by the Daughiters of the Revolu- 
tion which details to some extent the work 
and objects of the society. A perusal of these 
* objects’ will convince you, I believe, that 
the ground for the ineligibility is bad. 

* While I do not wish to unduly critiéise ~~ 
the’ action of the board in tabling this ap- 
plication I do wish to say that in my opinion 
such an act is supreme discourtesy. I can 
gee no reason, if the board is honest in its 
action, why it should hestitate to refuse an 
application and state ite reasons. After you 
have examined into this matter thoroughly 
I shall esteem it a great favor if you will 
advise me whether you will support by your 
vote a motion to take this matter from the 
table.“ 

Mrs. Wiles Going to Urbana. 

Another fact which developed yesterday in 
connection with the federation convention 
hints at a reopening of the Wiles political 
struggle. It was announced in club cire — 
that Mrs. Alice Bradford Wiles will go tot 
convention and lend support to the — 
of Mrs. Saidee Gray Cox of Hudson, III., for. 
the presidency. In the same breath club 
women made the announcement that Mrs. 
Farson would not be seen in Urbana, al- 
though she was lending her political strength 
to the candidacy of Mrs, Eugenie Bacon of 
Decatur. 

Another candidate appeared yesterday in 
the person of Mrs. E. C. Lambert of Jackson- 
ville, the present treasurer of the federation. 
Mrs. 's frineds said that they would 
stampede the convention. Although Mrs. 
Frank L. Wean has declined to become a 
candidate for the presidercy, her friends in- 
sist that the honor of a nomination to that 
office will be thrust upon her. Other women 
who are spoken of as candidates are Mrs.

| French Race Patrons Greatly |. 


Aroused Against the 
‘Foreigners. 


MANY UNDER SUSPICION. 


en Reiff Calls on Consul 
General Gowdy for Adviee- 
Local Opinions. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.] . 

PARIS, Oct. 13.—As a result of the un- 
earthing of the frauds on the French turf 
it is understood on good authority that 
American jockeys will hereafter not be 
granted licenses to ride either in England or 
France unless they produce, in addition to 
thelr American licenses, personal letters 
vouching for their characters and reputa- 
tions from the American turf authorities. 

The frauds in this country have occasioned 
a great upset. It is estimated that sixty 
persons, including owners, bookmakers, 
jockeys, trainers, and touts, have already 
left Paris... Forty left today. Many of these 
are already in London, where they are keep- 
ing shady and silent. 


The French authorities say in many cases 


conclusive evidence was not found, but there 
was sufficient ground for the belief that the 
suspects were not desirable. The investiga- 
tion of the frauds by the authorities extend 
over three months and was of the most 
minute character. Every American fre- 
quenter of the racetracks was the subject 
of surveillance. Many of them were called 
upon to testify during the investigation. 
One of these, a buyer for a New York dry 
goods house, when asked what he was doing 
at the tracks, replied: ‘‘ None of your busi- 
ness. He was advised to be civil. 
he told his occupation he was dismissed 
without being further questioned. 

Some of the lies told by jockeys proved their 
own undoing. They were asked if they had 
been in the company of the promoters of the 
frauds, and they declared that they had not 
been. Then they were confronted with pho- 
tographs of themselves in company of the 
suspects. 

It is alleged that. ‘the authorities were 
greatly assisted by some of the suspects 
turning informers. It was found to be easy 
to collect evidence from the American turf- 
men owing to their habit of ‘‘ knocking” 
their countrymen. 

* Reiff Calls on Gowdy. 

Johnny Reiff called on J. K. Gowdy, the 
United States consul general, to ask his ad- 
vice as to what steps he should take, as he 
heard he had been warned off the French 
racetracks. Mr. Gowdy recommended that 
be should employ a solicitor of the name of 
Kelly. 

Reiff says emphatically that he is innocent. 
He says he was hurried into a room yesterday 
where several people spoke to him in French. 
He does not understand French and did not 
know what he was signing. Mr. Gowdy said 
it was dangerous to sign any documents that 
one did not understand. Reiff replied he 
knew that, but he was afraid nothing else 
would satisfy them.

DENOUNCED BY LOCAL TURFMEN 


Horsemen at Worth Say French Of- 
ficials Bar Americans Because of 
Latter’s Skill. 


Turtmen at Hawthorne yesterday were 
practicaliy unanimous in condemning the 
action of the French turf authorities in rul- 
ing off Jockeys Johnny Reiff and Henry. 


They seid it was simply a case of discriminat- 


ing against Americans because the latter 
were superior to the French in turf matters. 
Pat Dunne said: It has happened just 
as I said it would last spring. The Ameri- 
can boys proved too good for them and have 
been sent away. The Americans might as 
well tumble.to the fact that they are no 
longer wanted on the other side.”’ ' 


Green B. Morris—It's a good lesson to the 


boys. They had no business going over there 


in the first place. There is plenty of money 


for them here at home and they are needed 
here. 

E. Herz of Durnell & Herz—It was bound 
to come. The boys were winning too 
many races. They don’t want people over 
there who know more about the racing game 
than they do. That is the only reason a boy 
like little Johnny Reiff has been barred. 
There isn’t a finer, more honest boy in the 
world than he. 

A local track official declared that so far 
as his track was concerned the ruling of the 
French officials would never affect the stand- 
ing of either Reiff or Henry.

This spirit is not the contagious loyalty of 
Michigan, the state pride of Wisconsin and 
Minnesota, the fealty to Stagg at Chicago, or 
the noisy partisanship of many colleges, but 
has more of the personal element to ity All 
Iowa City seems to feel it owns part of the 
team and is directly concerned.in the outcome 
Among the men them- 
selves the feeling is to keep up an Iowa pace 
and do their best all the time. This does not 
mean there is no object game, no special team 
which most of all Iowa desires to defeat. 

Not having a place on the Chicago sche@ule, 
a contest which would certainly rouse desire 
for victory, lowa this year is bending its ener- 
gies for the Minnesota contest a week from 
Saturday on the home field. There lsa desire 
to reverse the result of last year’s contest, 
but back of that there is more than a little 
feeling. of bitterness which suggests revenge. 


Barring of Williams a Setback. 

It was on the day of the Minnesota contest 
last year that the Gophers presented evi- 
dence which technically made Clyde Will- 
lama, the Iowa quarter back and fleld gen- 
eral, a professional. True, Minnesota offered 
to let WilHams play under protest, but the 
Iowa eligibility committee happened to be 
at Minneapolis attending the game and at 
once held an impromtpu meeting which 
barred the Hawkeye crack, and with him 
went all Iowa hopes of victory.

ADVANCE CONTINUES IN SPITE OF 
BIG RECEIPTS. | 


Minneapolis Has Over One Thousand 
Cars, but Geod Milling Demand 
| Keeps That Market Strong and Visi- 
ble Supply Increase Is Small—Corn 
Stocks Reduced and Weather Bad, 
but Heavy Patten Selling Breaks 
the Price—Provisions Quict. 


There was an uncertain but a stronger 
wheat market, e higher at the start, selling 
off to a net lore of Mc, rallying sharply to 
the best prices of the day, gains of Gc, but 
easing off to a close at ne over 
Saturday's final’ figures. The December 
range was from 70%c to 71e, the close 70%- 
Tle, May lec higher. The higher opening 
was on encouraging Liverpool cables, that 
market -d higher in spite of heavy world's 
shipment#, and on the bad weather north- 
west. There was heavy realizing and a 
gradual decline in spite of a smart commis- 
sion demand, the selling influenced by a sud- 
den jump in northwest receipts to 1,335 cars, 
compared with 85 a year ago. There was 
local and northwest selling on these figures 
and the seaboard sold on the weak stock 
market. But other northwest houses were 
buyers on the break and there was a sharp 
rally, on which there was renewed northwest 
selling. 

Outside,markets were even stronger than 
Chicago, Minneapolis and Duluth up e and 
New York c. The advance checked, tem- 
porarily at least, the shipping demand at 
Duluth, no sales being reported from there. 
Minneapolis said there was no diminution in 
the miluung demand. The receipts of 1,435 
cars there did not prevent a farther advance.

Of the 
rest 458,000 bu are at Buffalo and 360,000 bu 
at Duluth, all presumably on their way to 
consumers either in the east or abroad. 
Line elevators, country elevator® and cribs 
th the west are bare ofcorn. While it may be 
only a question of waiting for new corn, 
stocks are likely to run even lower before new 
corn moves in any quantity, and consumption 
of the new crop will begin without any re- 
serves from the old one. 


More Liquidation in Oats. 


There was ‘enough heavy selling in oats, 
even had corn not pulled it down, to make the 
lower prices recorded in this market. The 
closing on October. was %c off, December 
was %4@%c lower, and May was %c lower. 
There wae some heavy early selling by Bart- 
lett-Frazier and later Patten continued his 
unloading.

“I do not believe wheat has had its bulge,” 
said George S. McReynolds. “ Europe has 


deen taking wheat in a manenr to indicate 


crops over there may have been overesti- 
mated, and in this country the bulk of the 
winter wheat movement is over, and we are 
well into the spring wheat movement with- 
out any accumulation of stocks. The stub- 
bornness with which the market held last 
week against bearish news and dull trade 
shows it is capable of doing better.“ 

President Warren, who has been in Iowa 
investigating the condition of corn, said yes- 
terday: “I drove about the country around 
Cedar Falls and Cedar Rapids Saturday 
afternoon and yesterday and examined a 
great many fields. I do not believe there will 
be a bushel of merchantable corn in all that 
section. What might grade No. 8 Is too 
full of chaff and damaged kernels and a 
great proportion of the corn so large I do not 
like to put an estimate on it, for it would 
seem sensational, is soft, and can only be 
used on the farms.” 

There is no question in the corn pit that 
Patten has taken to the bear side and is 
working for lower prices. There was not 
only selling for him through his set of brok- 
ers, but he offered corn personally. Patten 
pressure was almost as severe on May oats, 
and there were theories that he was selling 
wheat. On the coarse grains at least, if not 
on the entire list, the recent bull leader seems 
to be thoroughly converted. 

Armour was active yesterday in securing 
possession of all the available cash corn, 
taking two lots of 350,000 bu from two other 
houses. Shipping sales to go out by the same 
interest were 100,000 bu. The lesser bulls in 
corn, and there are a host of them, are still 
hoping it was the Armour interest which has 
been accumulating a big December line the 
last three or four days, and that it will not 
permit much more of a break. 


English Wheat Quality. 


According to late advices from England 
the British wheat crop is of even poorer 
quality and less available for milling than 
earlier reports of the damage done by the 
rainy harvest season had indicated. The 
English demand for choice wheat from this 
side is expected to be correspondingly sharp- 
er. Richardson’s Liverpool correspondent, 
in a letter just received, says: There is no 
doubt that our English wheat crop is 
wretched in quality and condition, and it is 
not likely that our large millers will be able 
to use more than about 20 per cent in their 
mixings, or the town millers use it at all. 
There must be a large demané for good for- 
eign wheat, and we think good American 
springs will move off easily as they arrive.

Chicago a Small Buyer.

It was not 
that speculative sentiment had turned, but 
the semi-professiona! class of traders figured 
that following so sharp a break a moderate 
recovery was about due in the natural order 
of events. The buying, therefore, was for 
the most part purely of the nature of a 
“scalp.”” So far as the average trader is 
concerned, the heads of most of the commis- 
sion houses are still advising the utmost 
caution. Money, it is argued, is still the prin- 
cipal factor in the Wall street situation, and 
until there is a material easing off of rates 
it is difficult to see how there can be any im- 
portant recovery in security values, 

That the money corner has not yet been

roads violated the anti-trust law, the court 
held that the joint ticket agency could not 
be considered in that light, as the agency 


had nothing to do with the fixing of rates. 


Further, the defendants had shown that they 


were violating the law and could not press 


as a defense the violation of a law by an- 


other party.

it is the last opportunity voters will have 
to place their names on the poll books before 
the coming election in November, and also 
before next spring’s primary election for 
delegates to the city convention, when candi-

ficers will be nominated. The republican 
leaders are making a feature of the mayor- 
alty question as one of the inducements to 
bring republican voters out now. It ie under- 
stood that a number of aspirants for the 
republican mayoralty nomination will be in 
the field and bidding for support long before 
the holidays. 


Republicans Want Big Registration. 
The republican managers contend that a 


big registration today will assure a repub- 


lican victory on Nev. 4. Heretofore the dem- 
ocratic leaders always claimed that a light 
registration. Was more favorable to their 
ticket than to the republicans. This time 
Thomas Carey, chairman of the democratic 
county committee, reverses the claim. He 
it ub@erstOod that a heavy registra- 
tion will medm democratic success, and that 
a small showing wil) give the opposition all 
the advantage. It ie understood, however, 
thet Mr. Carey’s talk was made with a view 
to stirring up the democratic workers and 
getting them to turn out for work today.

Minister Says They Have No Interest in 
Children’s Welfare and Demands 
Legislation Against Them.
